Th(»  only  outbreak  of  Infectious  Disease  was  that  of  Measles 
nrhioh  started  in  the  middle  of  March  reach.Bd  its  peak  in 
April  and  was  finished  by  the  middle  of  May,  It  was  of  a 
mild  form  and  there  were  no  deaths.  The  previous  outbreak 
occurred  at  the  end  of  1940  in  which  there  were  more  than  twice 
ns  many  cases  and  the  fact  that  there  had  been  an  outbreak 
so  recently  probably  accounted  for  the  fewer  number  of 

cases  In  this  outbreak.  ^ 

There  was  no  case  of  Diphtheria  notified  ior  the  third 

consecutive  year. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  continued  un^'^er  the 
Ceninty  Scheme.  The  figure  for  children  5-I9  years  has 
made  good  progress  as  the  following  figures  show.

The  stock  killed  at  the  general  d(;pot  is  collected  from  the 
grading  centres,  but  occaslonalljr  the  oa]?oase  of  an  emergency 
slaughtered  animal  Is  brought  i;o  this  depot  from  farms,  where  the 
carcase  and  offals  are  inspected^ 

The  stock  killed  at  the  casualty  depot,  apart  from  pigs,  are 
animals  derived  from  sources  oth(?r  than  grading  centres,  as 
Veterinary  Surgeons’  cases,  injured  animals  and  animals  obviously 
delow  grading  standards  for  reasons  of  emaciation,  ill-health, 
and  moribund. 

SmlthfdiA^d  Meat  Inspections. 

The  meat  supplies  received  In  your  district  from  the  IVliltchurch 
Meat  Allocation  Centre  are  delivered  to  your  Snithfleld  covered 
market  sheds^  one  of  which  Is  rented  for  local  meat  allocation 
work  by  the  iSllesmere  Butchers’  Buying  Committee.  The  total

It  will  bo  aoon  that  a change  In  inopoction  work  han  taken  place 
at  Vtoitchurch  slnco  last  Year’s  report,  when  It  was  stated  that  the 
casualty  work  at  Vdiltchurch  had  boon  assigned  wholly  to  Blr.Sowden 
the  IVhltchurch  Sanitary  Inspector.  As  a result  of  representations 
node  by  the  Minlst;''/  of  Food  Officers  visiting  the  district, 
casualty  carcase  Inspection  wa^  added  to  the  work  already  being 
done  by  visiting  Inspectors  In  early  August  of  1943 1 this 
practice  is  still  in  operation. 

\?ater  Supply . 

During  the  year  there  were  no  complaining  of  deficiency  in  either 
quantity  or  quality  cf  the  water  supply.  About  eight  houses  are 
still  suppliovd  by  means  of  standpipes,  five  in  one  case  and  three 
In  another.  The  remainder  cf  the  houses  hove  piped  supplies  to  the 
houses.  The  source  of  supply  still  is  In  bulk  from  the  Liverpool 
Corporation  mains. 

H u s in^:^ . 

The  position,  owing  to  present  circumstances , relating  to  the 
provision  of  houses  remains  unchanged  from  last  year. 

Layout  plans  for  the  acquisition  of  land,  and  100  houses  proposed 
to  be  built  by  the  Council  and  provision  of  land  for  another  56 
houses  by  private  enterprise  have  rec&lved  the  approval  of  the 
Ministry  of  Town  and  Country  Planning,  also  of  the  Land  Utilisation 
Officer.

G-eneral  conditions!—  G-eneraD.  cleanliness  observed  amongst 
the  milk  personnel  is  good,  also  the  cleanliness  of  churns 
and  fittings.  Buildings  in  some  cases  <ire  of  a very  poor 
standard  and  are  incapable  of  being  brought  up  to  modern 
requirements  without  reconstruction. 
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
